Accrued Expenditures - Mr. Staas again notod tho action of tho House 
Appropriations Committee negating the legislation approved last rear 
for Accrued Expenditure Accounting. He hoped that the Senate would 
be able to reitore tho necessary language. He did not want to maintain 
that there was any magic la thla but he did believe it was an effective 
management tool. Sea. Saltonstall reported considerable Democratic 
opposition to this and urged Mr. Stans to consider carefully the way In 
which support might be developed. 

Macmlllan Mooting - The President commented briefly on his discus* 
slens with Mr. Macmlllan. characterising them ae a very One meeting, 
particularly since It was a matter of old friende getting together and 
all of the group were very good people. 

The President suggested that it might be a good idea to begin to try to 
get Britain and Canada. Australia and New Zealand all together with us 
in one great government. If that could be done there could be an end to 
worrying about a number of little things that can cause divisions among 
independent nations. In view of the fact that the United Statee has now 
gone beyond its own shores, an idea like this — given time — might not 
be too difficult to sell to either side. 

The President thought thla had beea a very productive meeting, but of 
course the trade business bad beea difficult especially when he didn't 
have firm answers to these problems clear even In hie own head. The 
President also noted the discrepancies in newspaper reports of the 
meeting, particularly two which Footer showed him which we™ die* 
metrically opposed. 

Messrs. Halleek and Arends described the effectiveness of some of Mr. 

Macmillau'e comments when he met with certain Congressional leaders. 
Also, the British Foreign Mlnlstsr had suggested that internal pressures 
in Russia were forcing Khrushebsv to do some of the things ho did. The 
President recounted eome of the events of Mr. Macmillaa's visit to 
Russia, particularly the Prime Minister's firmness and perseverance 
In the face of Russian rudenees — and the way in which the Russians 
eventually came around. 

The President recounted a theory held by some that Khrushchev, the 
only man in Russia who can make a decision, is at the point of actually 
waatlag to make eomc decisions. Otherwise, the theory goes, there 
would be no explanation for Khrushchev's great Interest In a summit 
meeting, since such a meeting is not so good a propaganda weapon as to 
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Juatifr all Mm empheale. The Preeldant added that his preaeat guest 

waa that a aomroit conference would occur; Howavar, It could ba con- 
futing tf too many countrlea became involved, and perhaps impoaelble 
should Chaacallor Adanauer cbanga hla approach to tha problema. 



It was agraad that regular meetings would aot ba hold during tha next 
eavaral waaks bacauaa of tha Congraa alooal racasa aad tha Praildent'a 
expected abaaoca, but that arrangements might ba made for a breakfaet 
maatlng during tha w«*k el April 12th.
